2415, Riches may be made Uſe of as Inſtruments of 
Righteouſneſs for doing good to the Souls of Men. And 
thus the Charity of thoſe, who out of their own Expence 
maintain Schools of Learning, or Teachers of Religion; 
may Contribute to the Eternal welfare of Men, by ſuch 


Prov. 19. 2. Uſe of their Wealth. Ignorance is a fundamental Mil- 


chief to the Souls of Men: and where there is no Learn- 
ing, there can be little, or no Religion. Chilaren are to 
be taught knowledge : but all Parents have not where with 
to bare the Charges of ſuch Teaching; and ſome Children 
are Orphans, and have no Parents. To maintain Publick 
Schools, for the Relief of ſuch Exigencies, is an excellent 
Charity: and tis great pitty, it ſhould be either Wan- 
ting or Perverted. At the ſame time that they are taught 

| Letters, they ſhould be taught Virtue: this is comely and 
neceſſary. The Catechiſm ſhould be taught, as well as o- 
ther Books: and the Principles of Learning and of Chrifti- 
anity, becommunicated together. This is doing a great 
Benefit tothe Souls of Men; and may be the laying a Foun- 
dation of good Life, and of Eternal Happineſs. This A 
of Righteouſneſs may be performed by 4 Uſe of Riches ; 
applying ſome Portion of them to this purpoſe, 


The 
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The Endowment of Churches, for the Maintenance of 
the Miniſters of the Goſpel ; was the Work of thoſe who 
were Rich: and that Uſe of their Riches was an Act of: Tim. g. 15. 
Charity, and Piety. Thus the Honour of God, and the & 1 Cor. 9. 
Good of Souls were provided for. And thus may Wealth * 
be made uſe of, as Inſtruments of Righteouſueſs; for pro- 
viding a Sabſiſtence for thoſe who by the Wiſdom of their 
Diſcourſes, and the Example of their Lives, Recommend 
univerſal Righteouſneſs, Piety, and Virtue, 
I may add alſo, that the Proviſions which ate made at 
the Expence of Men well diſpoſed rowards Government ; 
for ſupporting the Grandeur of it, in a Nation, or City; 
i; a right Uſe of Wealth; and is making it an Iaſtrument of 
Righteouſneſs, for the Publick good. The End of Govern- 
ment is the Maintenance of Right : for by it there is Pro- 
tection and Encouragement to thoſe that do well; by it 
there is Puniſhment, and Terror to Evil-doers. And un- 
leſs the Grandieur of Magiſtrates be preſerved, their Au- 
thority will be lighted. Tis neceſſary that the Outward 
Appearance of Government ſhould be Awful ; that thoſe 
who do not Obey out of Conſcience ; may Obey out of Rom. 13. 5. 
fear. All thoſe Expences therefore which Diſtinguiſh 
and Dignifie Governours, is for the Benefit of the ſociety : 
and there is more Advantages to Government from the En- 
ſigns of Honour, which are 1 4 riated to it, than Men 
ordinarily are aware of. And ſo far as the practice of Vir- 
tue is encouraged by Government, ſo far the Benefit of 
Virtue is conferred by it: and Righteouſneſs exalteth a Na- Prov. 14.34.

Thus much for Anſwering that important Enquiry, 
How we ſhall deliver Riches from the Imputation, of be-

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II. I am to make a neceſſary Exhortation, viz. That 
we would be perſwaded to follow the Advice of our Bleſſed 
Saviour, in the Text; and ate to our ſel ves friends of the 
Mammon of Unrighteouſucſs; that when we fail, they may re- 
cervens into cverlaſting habitations.
